The YVeto of the Bill Admitting Colorado
as a State.

PRESIDENTIAL vetoes have become so com-
mon that they hardly exeite popular com-
ment or attract public notlce. The last per-
formance In this lloe is the wveto of the bill
admitting Colorado, which was sent in to the
Sepate yesterday. It is mainly a repetition
of the veto of a similar measure last May.
The chief point in the message ia that Colo-
rado has not a sufficient population to entitle
ler to ndmission. There wounld be more lorce
in this suggestion if any rule in regard
to population had hesetofore been Insisted on;
but there has not. Illinols was admitted
with but 46224 people; Oregon, with but
64,680 ; Misslssippl, with but 53,677; Florida.
with but 67.951; and Nevada with a popula-
tion unknown, but probably less than wither
of the above, Iere are precedents, running
back from 1804 to 1818, quite suficiont to
show that no definite rule of population has
bean Insisted on. Besides, one cannot help
obsorving that, while t' e President is thus
endeavoring to shut the door in the lace of
Colorado, ostensibly on the ground of popu-
lation, he is trying to force Florida on us,
which, at her last election for Governor, cast
less than four thousand votes., However,
Florida did her best te overthrow the Govern-
ment of the United States during the late
Retellion, while Colorado furnished several
regiments of as good Union soldiers as ever
stood in line-of-battle.

1t is refreshing to be told that the Consti-
tution doep not confer upon Congress the
right to make new States for admlission into
the Union. The President evidently regards
this function as pecullarly an Exeeutive one,
at least we should judge so from the number
of so-called State Governments he has assumed
to cretae in the South.

He assumes that the admission of Colorado
would be unconstitutional, If it should be
admitted, nevertheless, why not get up a
case for the Supreme Court, and have that
august body decide the act of admission un-
constitutional,and the State no longer a mem-
ber of the Unlon? Some people think that
the Supreme Court can decide Btates into the
Union ; why not decide them out as well?

The President makes the most of the dis-
sensions of the State and Territorinl factions
among the Colorado people themselves, This
is a matter of small aceount, however, Ter-
ritorial officers generally desire to prolong
their rule as much as possible. Colorado has
sufficlent wealth and population to sustain a
State Government, and with the rapid pro-
gress of the Pacific Railway lines towards
ber borders, i evidently destined to a rapid
arowth,

Efiects of Usurpation, and Its Remedy.
As we have shown in previous articles, the

ﬂovommen!a ln u:e Iata Bebol com-
munities which are tyrannizing over
tte Unlon people of the South snd

are fully controlled by the very Rebels
who so lately were in aros agalnst the Gov-
ernment. ‘There 18 no safety for life or pro-
perty all over the South. The flercest and
bitterest hatred of the Government Ia dally
and hourly expressed. The laws of the United
States nre powerless to protect ita citizens.
Horrid and wholesale massncres, like that at
NewOrleans go unaven red. The faithlul blacks
whom we called to our aid in suppressing the
Rebellion are romanded to the cruel revengs
of thelr disappointed and exasperated foes.
The whole nation is kept in a farment. Emi-

gration to the Soath has totally ceased, Busi-

ness is embarrassed. The popular branch of
the Government, fresh (rom the people, is
nssailed, its functions usurped, Its vahidity de-
nied, and its very existence threatened. Ap-
prebension, impatience, and indigonation fire
the breasts of the people. All this Is the
legitimate frait of the Executive's experiment
of usurping law-making powers, and al-
tempting to decide the issues of our grest war
and the destiules ol the nation according to
his own will and pleasure. It Is the result of
attempting to institate a rule by decrees in-
stead of by law, and putting *My Policy” in
the place of the Constitution.

Now, what is the remedy for all this? Is
it to stand still and allow the usurpation to
go on nnchecked ?  Is it to acknowledge the
validity of lawless decrees and of the work
which bas sprung from them ? Is it to allow
the Consticution still to be trampled under
foot, and the will of the people to be defied?

There is but one remoedy, and that is for
usurpation to cease, and for every question
connected with the smreat issnes growing out
of the war to be remanded to the people’s
representatives for settlement and decision.
The people, whose blood and treasure saved
this Government, alone have the right to de-
cide its policy. FPresidential policies must be
given up, and the people’s policy allowed to
prevaill. To this complexion it must come.
No one man is wise enough, or great enough,
or strong enovgh to run this mighty nation
according to his own arbltrary motives. The
will of the people must prevail. It may be
hindered, bui it cannot be turned aside, It
may be checked, but it cannot be stayed.
The sooner all parties recoznize and act upon

this great truth, the betwer will it be for all

concerned,

sident Johnson and the people is his usurpa-
tion of leglslative powers. The Presi-
dent in effect declares that he has a right to
make laws—a function which the Constitution
and the whole genius of our Government con-
fer exclusively upon Congress, Unless,
thereiore, we are ready to give up our
popular form of government, and be governed
by Executive decrees instead of constitutional
laws, we must resist this usurpation, at what-
ever cost, To conceds what the President
¢'a'ms, is to concede everything that Aweri-
can eitizens have ever held to be most dear
and sacred in republican instivutions. It is
to go back to the old doctrines of despotism,
and admit that the peopls are not capable of
gelf-government, but must be ruled by auto-
cratic power. Names are nothing, We might

as well live under the decrees of an Emperor |

as under those of a President, There is no
limit to this Exeeutive usurpation when
once established. If the President may create
one office unknown to the Constitution and
laws—such, for instance, as that of Provi-
sional Governor—he may create a thousand,
If he may appoint Provisional Governors
without the advice and consent ol the Senate,
he may so appoint all officers, 1i he may de-
cide by a decree who shall vote at a certain
clection, be may declde anything else by a
decres, If he may create State Governments
in the late Rebel States, he may do soin
Montapa or Idaho. ‘Lbere is no stopping
place when once he has entered upon this
downward career, The usurpation of leels-
iative powers acceded to, it passes Into o
precedent for all future time,

It is fortunate perhaps that this first
attempt of an American President to assume
the functions of the law-making power has
occurred in connection with a subject of such
vast moment as to fix the puablic attentlon,
and make hls usurpation the great Issue of
the hour. It is fortunate, too, thut the effects
of that usurpation have been so immediate
and disastrous as to necossitate its overthrow.
Had the President abstalned from inter-
ference with this question of reconstruction,
and left it to Congress, which alone was com-
petent to deal with it the Unlon st this
moment would have been completely re-

stored, the wounds of the war would have
been fully bealed, the business of the conntry
would have returned to & healthy and normal
basis, and an unclouded fature would have
